Alabama records first death from West Nile virus 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health announces the 
first death from West Nile virus 
infection in Alabama in 2003. 
The fatality occurred in a 
Talladega County woman in her 
eighties. She first became ill in 
July. 

In addition, there have been 
four new human cases of West 
Nile virus infection in the state 
since the first human case in 
Geneva County last week, Three 
of the four individuals are 
recovering, and the fourth, a 
man in his eighties, is currently 


hospitalized. This brings the 
total reported human cases of 
West Nile virus infection in 
Alabama to six, 

The four new human cases are 
from Baldwin, Marshall, 
Monroe and Shelby counties. 
{IInesses among these four new 
cases started either in June or 
July. 

“This unfortunate death and 
the new human cases of West 
Nile virus should reinforce the 
need for Alabamians to take pre- 
cautions to avoid mosquito 
bites,” said Dr. Donald 
Williamson, state health officer, 
“Furthermore, there also has 
been statewide evidence of 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
virus activity, making it all the 
more important that people take 


precautions to reduce their 


chances of being bitten by mos- 
quitoes. 

“Every Alabamian should 
assume that mosquitoes infected 
with mosquifo-borne virus ure 
in their community, The risk of 
disease from mosquito bites will

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Those “bargain” credit card offers keep coming. Most folks 
get them in the mail, over the telephone and if they have an 
e-mail address, they come that way also. Of course if there 
was not a hefty profit to be made, this wouldn't be happen- 
ing. The senders of these offers are banking on the fact most 
folks carry big, ongoing balances on their credit cards, Note 
how this plays out for the user and the issuer of the card. If 
you have a balance of $1,800 with an interest rate of 18 per 

cent and only pay the minimum due each month, it will take 
22 years to pay the balance, You will pay an additional 
$3,800 in interest alone. So your $1,800 purchase really cost 
$5,600. This assumes that not a penny of additional debt is 
added on the card during those 22 years and all payments 
ire made on time, without a late penalty. It is hard to under- 
stand how honest working folks can afford such interest 
payments and still live normal, decent lives. 


The pressure is off our shoulders somewhat on the up-com- 
ing tax package vote. At Gulf Shores a couple of weeks ago 
the governor announced that the success or failure of this 
vote rested squarely on the shoulders of the newspaper folks 
in that room. We were sitting close by at the time and it 
appeared Bob Riley was looking right into our eyes as he 
made that pronouncement! Now he has reportedly said 
about the same thing to a group of school administrators and 
again to a meeting of black ministers, Even though 
Governor Riley still would like to place the burden on us 
newspaper folks, he has graciously offered up at least two 
much needed groups to share the load with us. 


We are still wrestling with this issue, It is our nature to want 
to be FOR something, rather than AGAINST everything. 
However, it is awful hard to be committed to voting yes on 
this package of changes and tax increases. Many of the pro- 
posals in the bills are badly needed. Others are necessary 
evils. Yet we have reservations on the package as a whole. 
Well thought out and needed taxes don’t scare us, in fact we 
editorially supported an amendment increasing the maxi- 
mum income tax during the term of former Governor Albert 
Brewer. That amendment failed miserably when put before 
the voters of Alabama, in spite of our editorial endorsement. 
However, we have a fear that the many increases in the 
pending proposal will add up to major cost of living increas- 
es for many of the people who are being promised tax cuts - 
the elderly .. . low income wage earners... small land 
owners, etc. The tax increases on business will surely be 
immediately passed on to the consumer, regardless of that 
consumer's income level, That includes of course the new 
service tax, higher income taxes, higher business property 
tax and other increases caused by elimination of certain 
deductions (or loopholes:as some people refer to them). 


We hesitate to add what so many in opposition to the pack-, 


age are saying... . and-that is “we don’t trust-the politicians 
_in Montgomery to properly handle this additional money”. 
Our answer to that is to suggest replacing the unreliable 
politician in Montgomery! But until some replacements. are 
made, entirely too many lawmakers might be tempted to 
view the new taxes as their own personal re-election fund.

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Legislative Session brings changes to Alabama’s Abandoned Vehicle Law 


There are some important 
changes concerning Alabama's 
abandoned vehicle law, effective 
Sept. 1, which citizens need to 
know. 

According to the Alabama 
Department of Revenues the 
Alabama Legislature recently 
amended key provisions of 
Alabama’s 1971 abandoned 
vehicle law by placing cértain 


disclosure requirements upon 
anyone offering an abandoned 
vehicle for sale 

An “abandoned — vehicle” 
refers to a vehicle that has been 
left by an owner, or some person 
acting for the owner, with oan 
automobile dealer, repairman ot 
wrecker service for repair of for 
some other reason and has not 
been called for by the owner of

An “abandoned vehi 
cle” also includes any vehicle, 
which is left unattended on a 
public street, road, or highway 
or other public property for a 
period of at least seven days, or 
left unattended continuously for 
it least seven days in a business 
or residential district 

The new law, Act 2003-402 
becomes effective Sept. 1, 2003, 
and details specific notification 
procedures that sellers of aban 
dloned vehicles must follow 
before a-vehicle may be offered 
for sale, Specifically, the seller 
must 

«Request the Alabama 
Department ol Revenue 
(ADOR) to conduct a title search 
of the abandoned vehicle to 
determine the current owner of 
the vehicle and any lienholders 
of record for the vehicle 

eNotify the owner of record 
and any lienholders by certified 
nwil of the intent to sell the vehi 
cle under the provisions of 
Vabama’s abandoned vehicle 
law 

*Publish 10 days prior to the 
sale a notice advertising the sale 
in da newspaper of general circu 
lation 

*File uw copy of the “Report of 
Sale” with the register or clerk 
of the cireuit court of the county 
in which the sales occurs 

*Provide the buyer with a 
copy of a Report of Sale” with 
in 10 days from the date of the 
vehicle's purchase. The pur 
chaser of the vehicle must pres 
ent the “Report of Sale” and a 
notanzed hill of sale to the coun 
ty license plate issuing authority 
in order for the vehicle to be 
titled and registered in the pur- 
chaser’s name 

The “Report of Sale” must con 
tain the following information 

*Name and -addresses of the 
owners, secured parties, and 
lienholders of record. 


*Date on which certified mail 
was sent to these parties notify 
ing them of the intended sale 

*Time and place of the sale 

«Amount for which the aban 
doned niotor vehicle was sold 

«Amounts deducted from the 
sale price for repair, towing, and, 
storage expenses 

*Amount paid to the register 
or clerk of the circuit court 

*The name of the newspaper 
in which the notice of sale was 
published as required by Section 
39-1 4-4(b), Code of Alabama 
JO7S, the dates of publication; 
and the cost of publication 

If the seller cannot identify the 
owner(s)or Henbolderts) of the 
vehicle through a title search; 
then the seller is required to pub 
lish 40 days before the sale date 
a notice of intent to sell the 
abandoned vehicle, with a sec 
ond notice following the next 
week. Newspaper publication 
requirements are detailed in 
Section 342-13-4(b), Code of 
\labama 1975, relating to the 
sile notice’s publication dates 
and frequency 

Act 2003-402 provides that if 
the person making the sale failed 
to provide notice, or did not 
allemplto provide notice by cer 
tified mail to the owners, 
secured parties, and lienholders 
of record, then the sale of the 
abandoned vehicle would be 
void and the owners, secured 
parties, and lienholders of record 
would retain ownership, security 
interests and lien rights tothe 
yehicle a a 

Approximitely 18,000 -vehi- 
cles are sold annually under pro 
visions of Alabama's abandoned 
vehicle law

Schedules remain the same as 2003

The beginning of the 20 
high school football season “Ts 
only four Fridays away, and as

Enjoy Park Bears 
At A Distance 


Mid summer finds many Alabamians visiting state and national 
parks all across this great country, The Smoky Mountains National 
Park will get more visitors from our area than other national parks, 
but some will journey to Yellowstone and other remote parks 

One of the primary reasons for visiting our parks is to observe the 
abundant wildlife, Park animals have lost at least some of their nat 
ural fear of man, making viewing easer, But this loss of fear some 
limes creates problems for vacationers 

East of the Mississippi, the black bear is one of the most sought 
alter park animals to observe. The cubs can be especially intriguing 
is they roll, tumble and take turns chasing each other up 4 tree, But 
keep in mind that if you are close toa pair of frolicking cubs you are 
probably too close to mama bear 

Wild black bears are normally not aggressive and will flee at the 
sight or smell of man unless they think their cubs are endangered 
Park bears however have learned that they may get a hand out from 
travelers and will offen approach cars looking for goodies. While 
feeding bears may seeny compassionate, the tourist.is often dooming 
the bear by doing so. Some bears will get so dependant on tree 
handouts during the summer, they loose their natural-ability to for 
ave for food during winter and may not survive 

Most encounters with bears will occur along a hiking trail or 
campsite, Proper food storage when camping is your best insurance 
agains! bear problems. Suspend food items in a bag or pack 
between two-trees ul least 14 feet high and 4 feet from the tree 

Ifa bean is encountered on a trail, dont approach it, Tt the bear 
appears nervous, back away slowly but don’t run, Should the beat 
follow you after backing away, change directions while keeping an 
eye on the bear. [fan attack appears imminent bear experts recom 
mend that you stand your ground with whatever weapon you have 
or can find. Hollering, throwing rocks, or using a sharpened walk- 
ing stalf can discourage an attack, Stand on your tiptoes and spread 
your jacket or shirt to appear much larger. Don’t lie down and play 
dead if attacked by a black bear, Experts say this ploy often works 
with grizzlies but not with black bears, 

The newer bear repellant sprays:may be the best deterrent. When 
purchasing a spray, make Sure it has an EPA registration number 
This will-insure that it has at least 1.0% (higher is better) of cap- 
saicin. Older sprays that used oleoresin capsicum are not as effec- 
tive as Capsaicin sprays. 

The odds of being attacked by a bear are less than being struck by 
lightning, but having a can of bear repellant on hand will be com- 
forting. 1 think | prefer giving a menacing bear a squirt of bear 
repellant rather than standing on my tiptoes, flapping my jacket and 
hollering at him.

Fawns, as well as other 
young, wild animals, have needs 
that humans do not realize.

Fluorescent 
lights last about 10 times longer 
and produce more light for the 
same amount of energy. 

Proper insulation can make a © 
big difference in keeping a 
house cooler in the summer. 
Insulation is measured in R- 
value. The higher the R-value, 
the better the insulation. 

6. Add insulation in the attic. 
Better attic insulation can save 
as much as 30 percent on cool- 
ing and heating costs.

Shirts last year as Well as waving 
large Confederate flags from 
their vehicles. Over time this 
had become a problem in the 
schools, and she Said the faculty 
asked principal Jerry Barnes to 
address the situation. ~ His 
response came as a warn- 
ing to students early last 
week that shirts deemed 
offensive. and 
containing the 
Rebel flag 
would pot be 
allowed 

Ingram said the 
policy has always 
been toask stu- 
dents wearing 
offensive shirts 
to turn them the 
wrong. side out for 
the remainder of the 
) school day or take 
it off if the student 
had another shirt. 

Ingram said 
none of the. shirts 
involved in last week’s situation 
were Zion Chapel Rebel shirts, 
and students were only sent 
home after refusing to turn their 
shirt inside out. She said stu- 
dents were allowed to come 
back to school after changing. 

“The situation was not nearly 
as controversial as some made it 
out to be,” Ingram said. “I 
would say there was less than 10 
children in the entire week that 
got in trouble,”

County revenue commissioner and probate 
judge address governor’s proposed tax plan

During the regular meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission 
Meanday, Aug. 11, two depart- 
ment heads addressed how the 
governor's proposed tax plan if 
passed will effect business in 
their offices. 

Coffee County Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns 


and Coffee County Probate 


Judge William ff 
Gammill each 
accepted an invita- 
tion from the com- 
mission to discuss 
the proposed tax plan 
and the changes 
county residents will 
endure if it is passed 
by voters ony 
Tuesday, Sept. 9. 

Burns immediately 
let it be known that he 
is opposed to the passage of the 
tax plan indicating he feels it 
will be “too much, too quick on 
a certain sector of society.” 

He explained the changes the 
plan will enforce through a fig- 
ure comparison, and said the 
current state tax on 240 acres 
with a $600 per acre value is 
$31.20. Through the governor's 
proposed plan, he said the tax on 
this same acreage amount will 
increase to $84. 

The acre exemption will 
increase from 160 to 200; how- 
ever, Burns said the assessment 
ratio will also increase from 10 
percent to 100 _ percent. 
Burns said this will result in a 
170 percent increase in state tax,

The revenue commissioner 
also gave a comparison on how 
the plan wall effect taxes on a 
house valued at $100,000. 

Like the acreage example, he 
said the millage rate will 
decrease from 6.5 mills to 3.5 
mills, but again, the assessment 
rauio will increase from 10 per- 
cent to 100 percent. 

With these changes, the state 
tax will go from the current 
amount of $39 to 
$175.if the proposed 
plan is passed, That 
will be a difference of 
$136 or a 350 percent 
increase in state tax. 

Burns also said the 
county assessment 
vflue will remain the 
same; therefore, the 
increase in taxes will 
strictly be a state 
increase. 

He said these figures repre- 
sent a normal homestead, 
and those over 65 will 
sull be exempt if their 
income qualifies them 
for the exemption. 

Although Burns said 
he supports the governor, 
he said he can not sup- 
port this proposed tax 
plan because of the too 
much, too quick reason- 
ing along with no one 
being able to fully 
explain all the aspects of the 
proposed tax plan. 

“This bill is a very complicat- 
ed, very long bill,” Burns said, 
“| would be very afraid to vote 
for something they can't explain

wholly to you.” 

Probate Judge William 
Gammill said the governor’s 
proposed tax plan will effect 
taxpayers in three different 
ways through probate office 
transactions, 

He said casual sales tax will 
increase 1/2 percent on the sale 
of all vehicles and boats. 
Currently, the state sales tax is 2 
percent. 

Gammill said this will equate 
to an increase of $50 per each 
$10,000 of purchase price of all 
vehicles and boats. 

Through the proposed plan, 
he said the ad valorem tax .an 
vehicles will experience an 
increase of a four year period. 

Currently, private owned 
vehicles are taxed for ad val- 
orem taxes based on 15 percent 
of the assessed value multiplied 
by a 6.5 millage rate. Over a 
four year period, Gammill said 
the proposed tax 
plan will gradual- 
ly increase the 
assessment ratio 
from 15 percent 
to 100 percent, 
The millage rate 
will decrease 
from the present

Gammill used 
an example of a 
taxpayer Owning a vehicle val- 
ued at $20,000, 

The current tax on this vehicle 
assessed at [5 percent with 6,4 
mills equates to $19.50. If the 
tax bill passes, the changes will 
be implemented us follows for 
the vehicle valued at $20,000;
